GERONIMO’S SQUAW AND PAPOOSE. 


They Are Baptized ty a Catholic Priest at 
Mt. Vernon, 


Pr Telegraph to the POST-DISPATC®. 

MOUNT VERNON, Ala., July 25.—Geron!imo’s 
equaw and papoose were baptized at the St. 
Thomas’ Chureh here recently. He went 
himself to the priest for that purpose, ac- 
companied by one of the Indiuns who speaks 
very good English, to express his wishes, The 
squaw wae instruct®d by the Kev. H. 
O’Grady, pastot; fok-the holy sacra- 


ment of baptism, through the inter- 
preter and was received into the Catholic 
church and ts called Maria; the child’s name 
is Frances, Princess of the Apaches. Geroni- 
mo was dressed becomiugiy for the occasion 
and painted in the highest colors. He 
watched intently every movement of the 
priestand seemed to fully appreciate every 
word that was uttered, knoeling during the 
ceremony. Laterin the evening the priest 
administered the last sacraments to adying 
squaw that he discovered by accident during 
his yisittothecamp. Seeing heron her bed 
ofsuffering, wasted and dying of consump- 
tion, he spoke to her and showed herthe 
crucifix. The language she could not under- 
stand, but when she saw the 
crucifix she smiled and reached for 
it. By this he knew she wasa Catholic. He 
then drove back and returned prepared to an- 
oint her. She seemed rejoiced in her dying 
moments and grasped the crucifix with firm 
hold and muttered aprayer inher own lan- 
guage and the crucifix was with difficulty 
taken from her. The other Indians knelt 
around the dying woman witb respect and 
devotion and the sacrament was administered 
beneath the sheltered oaks at old Mount Ver- 
She died that night, This impressed | 
the Indians deéply and the next day there | 
were more brought to the church to be 
baptized. The babies were baptized, but the 
older ones had to be left over to be instructed 
for the sacrament until next time. 


WANTS HER MONEY. 


A Widow's Sait Against a Once Noted 


Bucket-Shop Keeper. 


Rv Telecraph tothe POST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, July 25.—Brigham Bishop, once 
a noted bucket-shop man and now a fre- 
quenter of the Clifton races, lives at Clifton 
with his wife in handsome style. He was ar- 
rested yesterday in this city by Deputy Sheriff 
Terry, and Judge McAdam committed him to 
jall in default of $2,500 bail inasnuit to re- 


cover $2,000. The arrest Was made upon an 
order obtained by Lawyer M. . Stein 
upon the complaint of Mrs. Julia EK. 
Heilseh. The complaint alleges that J. 
K. Helsch, the husband of the 
complainant, bad printed stock quotations 
for months for Bishop in 1885, and at the sug. 
gestion of the latter had deposited $2,000 with 
him, Bishop saying that this arrangement 
would be more convenient for Helsch than 
depositing in a bank, and that he could draw 
upon the deposit at anytime. Bishop said 
this was a branch of his business entirely 
separate from his bucket-shop transactions. 
The rise in wheat in May, 1885, and the lease 
of the West Shore to the Vanderbilts ruined 
Bishop’s bucket-shop business and he went 
South in a burry. Mrs. Helach alleges that 
he took the $2,000 belonging to her along 
with him. Bishop says that when the crash 
came hegave the key of his safe to a clerk. 
Bishop started a hotel down in Florida, but 
gave itup and came North again. Heisch got 
$600 in cash from him one day, but he says he 
never recovered a penny of the $2,000, al. 
though Bishop promised to pay it. Bishop 
has been inthe city often, and opened an of- 
fice in the Welles building, where he *‘piaced 
racing bets on commission.’’ This is not the 
rst time deputies have had hold of him, and 
he wrote to the Fassett committee complain- 
ing thathe hadto pay deputies for ‘‘priy- 
lleges.’’ It was he who gave the committee 
the tipthat led tothe summoning of Charles 
G. Francklyn to the witness-stand. The com- 
mittee tried to subpa@na Bishop, too, but he 
kept out of the way.

Northwest. The resolution lieson the table 
for the present: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce be and is hereby instructed to in- 
quire and report to the Senate whether any ar- 
rangements have been made between the per- 
sons owningijelevators and the transportation 
companies in any of the Western States, 
which will have the effect of preventing 
the storage of grain and of compell- 
ing the farmers to sell their 
grain at snch prices as may be 
offered; whether such arrangements have 
been made in the States which produce cot- 
ton,tobacco and other farm products; to report 
by bill such legtsiation as will require 
elevator companies and all persons engaged 
in the business of storing grain end other 
farm products for interstate commerce to 
store such grain and other farm products 
when offered, to the extent of 
their capacity on reasonable charges 
and will prevent and punish com- 
binations between persons engaged in 
such business and transportation companies 
or theiragents, which bave the effect, and 
have been made, orshail be made with the 
intent of forcing farmers to their products or 
in any way to affect the market price of farm 
products. 


Anti-Lottery Legislation. 


WaSHINGTOSN, D. C., July 2%.—The House 
Post-office Committee to-day agreed on a 
substitute bill in lieuofanumberof pending 
bills adverse to lotteries and ordered it to be 


reported to the House. The substitute 
prohibite lottery circulars and tickets, 
liats of drawings, money or drafts for pur- 
chase of lotter tickets, or newspapers con- 
taining lottery advertisements or drawings 
from being carried in the mails or delivered 
by carriers, and a penalty of a fine not 
exceeding $5,000 and imprisonment not 
exceeding one year is to be imposed upon 
any persons depositing such matter jin 
the mails. The Postmaster-General is al 
to be authorized upon evidence of the exist- 
ence ofa lottery or gift enterprise to cause 
registered letters directed to the company to 
be stamped ‘‘fraudulent’’ and returned to 
the senders and he may also forbid the pay- 
ment of money orders addressed toa lottery 
oragiit enterprise company. 


Aliens and Public Lands. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., July 25.—The old prin- 
ciple that an alien cannot acquire public 
lands under any of the land laws is just as- 
serted by Secretary Nobile in a decision ren- 
dered in the appeal case brought by Henry 
Booth and James P. Robson, who bad located 


homestead and pre-emptive entries upon 
iands withinthe grantof the Central Pacific 
Railroad Co. in the Sait Lake City Land Dis- 
trict, Utah. The Secretary denied the appeal, 
holding that the settiement and residence of 
an alien upon the lands does not except the 
same from the grant.

ROUGH ON THE APOSTLE, 


Editor Heywood of the ‘‘Word’’ Gets Two 
Years in Prison,

Boston, Mass., July 25.—Ezra H. Heywood, 
editor ofthe Word and apostie of free love, 
was yesterday sentenced to two years of hard 
labor in State prison, for sending obscene 
literature through the matis. Heywood was 
asked if be had anything to say regarding his 
punishment, but before he could speak a 
small woman, his wife’s sister, Miss Jose- 
phine, attired in a red dress, arose in an 
excited manner and addressed tie spectators: 

‘*‘Men of Massachusetts, are you going to 
permitand countenance the court that does 
not love justice and that does not counte- 
nance liberty?’’ she said in a hysterical voice 
and witb asweep of her hand, when she was 
silenced by the court officers and forced into 
herchair. Then Heywood began to abuse the 
court and he too was silenced. 

‘*Please may I say a few words?’’ asked Mr. 
Heywood softly. 

**No, you’ve sald enongh,’’ said Judge Car- 
penter. 

The clerk then informed Heywood that he 
was sentencod totwo years in State prison. 
The prisoner took the sentence very coolly, 
although his wife and sister-in-law seemed 
much excited, 


LABOR NEWS, 


The Building Trades of Brooklyn Tied 
Up—Cloakmukers at Work, 


NEW YORK, July 25.—A general tie-np was 
ordered in the Duilding trades in Brooklyn 
this morning, the outcome of the persistent 
strike of the roofers, who have been out now 
nearly two months. A meeting of represent - 
atives of the building tradés was held at No. 
135 Fulton street thig forenoon, when it was 
decided to call out all union men employed 
on the buildings in course of erection 
throughout Brooklyn where non-union men 
are employed. When the roofers made their 


demand for shorter hours and no reduction of 
pay, they were refused by the majority of the 
employers and they quit work. Al! efforts at 
arbitration failed and to-day general suspen’ 
sion of the work is the result. The emplovers 
remain firm. 


The Strikers Lost. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 25.—Advices from 
Ashland, Wis., state that the strike of lumber 
mill hands ts atanend. Two thousand men 
at Ashland and Washburn returned to work 


yesterday at the owners’ terms—ten hours’ 
work for ten hours’ pay—and the mills are ail 
running as ugual to-day. 

LATER. 

The strike broke out this morning worse 
than before. Tae men refuse to work unless 
the mili owners surrender unconditionally. 
The latter say they will shut down forall 
summer first. Every mill is closed except 
Durfee’s, At Washburn the strikers demand 
the discharge of the office clerks and night 
foreman and eleven hours’ pay for ten hours’ 
work. Some of the mill owners will send 
their logs to Duluth. 


The New York Labor Troubles, 


NEW YORK, July 25.—The drivers in the em- 
ploy of the Street Cleaning Departwent all 
returned to work this morning, an amicable 
arrangement having been arrived at between 
the men and their employers. The strike of 


workinen onthe public schools is extending, 
and it now includes twenty-fuur of the gram- 
marschools. Only afew non-union men are 
at work on these. Thetrouble may seriously 
interfere with the opening of the schools in 
the fall. 


Miners to Work on Full Time. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 25.—The Lehigh 
Valley Coal Co. issued an order last Monday 
that until further notice all its collieries 
would work half time. The order was re- 


scinded this morning, and the various mines 
will continue to work on full time. Over 
two thousand miners are employed by the 
company. 


Cloakmakers Resume Work.

The Sensation Sprang by the Production ef 
a Will,

HELENA, Mont., July 25.—A sensation was 
sprung yesterday in the fightof the heirs for 
the millions left by A. J. Davis of Butte when 
Attorney-General Forbes announced in court 
thata willof the dead millionaire had been 
found. When Davis died the opinion was 
universal that hehaa lefta will, as he was a 
careful, conscientious man, and he had often 


said that when he died there would beno 
chance fora contest over his fortune. The 
most diligent search, however, failed to 
bri one to light, and the heirs in various 
sections began to file their claims. The 
claimants are Jobn A. Davis of 
Chicago and H. A. Root of New York, the 
former the brother and the latterthe nephew 
of tne millionaire, Both of these men wanted 
to administer the estate, and the first cross- 
ing of swords occurred in the District Courts 
of Sliver Bow County. Five million dollars 
was the estate, and the Dest legal talent in the 
State was engaged as well as attorneys from 
the outside, among the latter being Judge 
Meyers of New York and Judge Woolworth of 
Omaha. The case has gone through the pre- 
liminary stages, and has been appealed to 
the Supreme Court. To-day was the day 
fixed for hearing the argument of John A. 
Davis’ attorneys on his application for letters 
of administration. The will found and sub- 
mitted is dated July 20, 1866, and is as follows: 

‘*Know all men by these presents, that I, 
A. J. Davis of the county of Van Buren, State 
of Iowa, being in good health, of sound and 
disposing mind and memory, do make and 
publish this, my last will and testament, and 
as to My worldly estate and ali the promrty, 
real, personal or mixed, of which I shall die 
seized or possessed, or to whichI shall be 
entitied atthetime of my decease, I devise 
bequeath and dispose thereof in the manner 
following, to-wit: 

**My will is that I give and bequeath to 
Thomas Jefferson Davis and Pet Davis and 
their mother, Miss Brudgett, all three of Van- 
Buren County, lowa, a lifetime maintenance. 
That is to say, they shall have the necessaries 
of life out of my estate during their natural 
life, this amount of annuity to be set apart by 
my executors hereafter named, and the judg- 
ment of my executors as to the amount neces- 
sary to be set apart for the support of the 
above named persons shall be final. 

‘*] give, devise and bequeath to my beloved 
brother, John A, Davis, the reversion or re- 
mainder of my property, whether real, per- 
sonal or mixed, to have and to hold the same, 
together with all the profits and income there- 
of, tothe said Jobn A. Davis, bis heirs, ad- 
ministrators and assignees, to his and their 
use and benefit forever; and, lastly, I do 
nominate and appoint James Davis and Job 
Davis of Davis County, in the State of lowa 
to be the executors of this, my last will and 
testament.’’

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MEAN THIEVES, 


Carrying Off er Destroying Ornaments en 
Monuamentsin a Cemetery. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NEw YORK, Jaly 25.—Thieves have recently 
been at work in the pretty little Raffeiner 
Cemetery in East New York, where nearly 
25,000 German Catholics have been interred 
since its establishment by Father Raffeiner, 
forty years ago. The rule that Father Raffel- 
ner made, that no stone monr nent should be 
erected in the cemetery and \.ere should be 
no display of weaith, bas given it an unique 
appearance. A moderate wooden or gaivan- 
ized iron monument, topped with crosses, 
erucifixes or alided or iambs, 
marks thousands of graves. Nearly 500 of 
ihese monuments have been subjected to the 
mutilating chisels and hammers of thieves, 
and mcst of the ornaments upon them have, 
been destroyed or carried off. The lonely 
surroundings gave the thieves opportunity 
for the work, and it was not until yesterday 
the outrage was discovered. A report was 
made to the police and no effort will be spared 
to capture the thieves. Supt. Haslach said: 
‘*More than 500 monuments have been mutila- 
ted or despoiled. It must have been done 
within two or three days,and there must bave 
been several men engaged in the robbery, as 
the great weight of metal stolen could not have 
been carried off by one man. The object of 
the thieves !s probably to break the images 
and sell them for juok.’’ 


THE BEHRING SEA CONTROVERSY, 


Ex-Secretary Bayard Declines to Review 
the Correspondence. 


New YORK, July 25.—A special to the WORLD 
from Wilmington, Del., says: Ex-Secretary 
Bayard was seen at his home by a WORLD 
representative who asked him to review the 
published correspondence of the Departments 
of State in the Behring Sea controversy. He 
declined to do so at this time, for the reason 
that the published correspondence was of too 
fragmentary a character to form the basis of 
a just criticism. 

‘*l am pleased,’’ said Mr. Bayard, *‘to see 
that the matter has reverted tothe condition 
in which Lieft iton wy retirement from the 
State Department. Mr. Blaine is entirely 
right when hesays that Lord Salisbury ac- 
cepted and agreed to the conditions proposed 
by the United States. Lam not disposed to 
criticizemy own Government in acontroversy 
witha foreign power. Even though I may 
hold opinions differing from those of the Ad- 
minigtration, the fact that 1 was severely 
criticized does not furnish me with arule of 


action in such matiers.’’ 

In concluding the conversation the ex-Seo- 
retary said: ‘*I heartily wish my countrymeg 
wellout ofthe serious difficulty in which the 
matter is involved.’’ 


Chairman Hitt’s Opinion, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July %.—Ex-Repre- 
sentative Hitt of Illinois, the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, thinks 
that the correspondence on the part of the 


State Department in the Bebiing Sea contro- 
versy was ve ably managed by Secretary — 
Biaine, and he does not hesitate to express 
his admiration of Mr. Biaine’s letters. ‘‘The 
Committee on Foreign Affairs,’’ he said, 
**will hardly do anything in the matter with- 
out consultation with the State Department. 
As the matter stands at present, there is noth- 
ing to be dove, because the correspondence is 
still — : rose.’’ 

Mr. Hitt Res talked with other members’of 
the committee, and he says they are pleased 
with the stand taken by Mr. Blaine. Repre- 
sentative MoCreary, of Kentucky, who was 
chairman of tbe Foreign Affairs comm|!ttee, 
under the last Democratic administration in 
the House, stated thathe believed that the 
matter would be settied by arbitration. He 
did not see what was to be done while the 
correspondence was in progress.

THE BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS IN 
THE FRENCH MARKET FIGHT. 


A Citizen to Complain of the Usurpatien of 
the Sidewalk at the Market and Peters’ 
Fish Stand Will Be Removed to Give 
Way for the Cable Road—Argaments to 
Me Made Tuesday in the Railroad Case 
Befere Jadge Dillen. 


J. W. Peters’ fight against the St. Louls 
Raliway Co. to prevent it placing its cable 
tracks on the sidewalk of the old French 
Market, has taken on another phase 
and Gecidediy against Mr. Peters. 
The market-place is the property of the citv 
and spaces in and about it are leased to mar- 
ket men and fish dealers, as in the Union 
Market. Peters has leased the wedge of space 
on the south end of the market, where it 
comes to a point, and thongh bis 
privileges do not extenc so far as to 


cover the sidewalk he bas piaced bis ice boxes 
there. The fish stand is so constructed that 
no Ope can go around thatend of the market 
without passing through the fish stand. Peters 
remained in undisputed pos- 
of the sidewulk for 80 
many months that he feels he has 
a right to it and resents allintrusion. When 
the St. Louls Railroad Co. made plans for tne 
building of ite cable road, it submitted the 
planstothe Board of Public Improvements 
and they were approved alter a few 
Qiterations. One of the changes from 
the present line of road, which 
the board recommended wasthe etraighten- 
ing of the curve at Peters’ end of the old 
Mmarketso astoleave roomon the west side 
of the street, near the Sacred Heart Convent, 
for wavons to pass without interruption. 
In doing this it was found necessary to move 
the tracks a few feeteast and to cut off a slice 
of he sidewaik 27 inches wide at its 
ereatest width. Peters’ ice boxes were in the 
Way and he was asked to move them 
and make way for progress. He refused 
and whenthe workmen attempted to move 
them he appliedto Judge Dilion for an in- 
unetion. After hearing the argument Judge 
lilon granted a temporary injunction, but 
ordered Peters to file a bond of $25,000 to in- 
sure the company aainst any loss 
it might sustain by reason of the delav. 
The tinal hearing of the case was set for next 
Tuesday, when Judge Dillon will either grant 
a perpetual injunction or dissolve the present 
temporary one. The prospect now is that he 
will be relieved of the cask by the city. 
It is understood that ai citizen who 
has been seriously inconvenienced by Peters’ 
ice boxes which make bim walk inthe gutter 
and street to get around them, will appear 
before the Board of Pubiic Improvoments and 
demand that he be given his rights as a citi- 
gen, which in this case will be the privilege of 
walking upon the sidewalk at the south 
end of the old French Market 
and notinthe streets or gutters. The board 
is compelled to jisten to the pleading of a 
citizen, and it is said will see that he is yiven 
all be asks. It his prayer is granted 
the ice- boxes will be removed 
from the sidewalk. The board 
having authorized the railroad company 
to cut away a portion of the siiewalk will then 
see that itis not prevented from doing 60, 
and if itis thecity will move the curb and 
Sidewalk back the required distance on its 
OWn responsibility. This action may be de- 
layed until next Tuesday, but no longer. 


To Be Argued Tuesday.

LIVELY SHOOTING. 


Negroes Quarrel Over a Game ef ‘‘Oraps’’ 
and One of Them Is Fatally Wounded. 


A lively shooting affray, which will probably 
resuit in the death of one of the active partici- 
pants, took place on the Levee at an early 
hour this morning. Three negroes and a 
Central District police officer took a hand in 
the scrape. When everything had quieted 
down Robert Butier was forwarded to the City 
Hospital and William Payne was locked up in 
a ce.! at the Four Courts hold-over to await 
the outcome of bis victim’s Injuries. 

A craps game was the cause of the original 
disturbance. About daylight a number of 
negroes were engaged in shooting dice on the 
Levee front near Olive street, in which Payne 
and Butier took an active part. A dispnte 
srose and the gamo broke up inarow. Butler 
went to his barber shop at 106 North 
Levee, followed by Payne and a companion. 
The quarrel wus here renewed, and before 
the bystanders could realize what had hap- 

ened to provoke the ouibreak, the shooting 

iad commenced. None of the spectators 
could count the number ofshote or tel! by 
whom they were fired. 

Butler fellinthe etreet groaning in agony. 
Payne and bis companion ran to Chestnut 
street, then westto Main and north to Pine. 
Officer Ed Fox had heard the shooting and 
wassoon in hot pursuit of the fugitives. At Pine 
street he was within shooting distance of Payne 
who was commanded to halt. Instead of 
complying with the order the negro turned as 
he ran und leveled his revolver at bis pursuer. 
Fox at once fired a random shot, which had 
tne effect of causing Payne to drop his weap- 
on and throw up bis bands. The prisoner was 
taken buck to where Butier lay on the side- 
walk. There the injured man identified 
Payne ae his aseailant. 

At the City Dispensary an 
tion of Butlers wound was made. 
The ball from the 82-caliber 
revolver had struck him inthe left shoulder 
just below the shoulder blade, It had then 
ranged downward and forward, lodging in the 
left breast. Butier was forwarded to the City 
Hospital. He isa single man, 24years old 
and is the proprietor of the stall barber shop 
at 106 North Levee. Payne was seen in his 
cell shortly after the shooting. He did not 
appear inthe least disconcerted andtold a 
decidedly crooked story With astraight face. 
He said: , 

PAYNE'S STORY. 

‘*‘Me an’ Kansas City John, we started a 
dice game just above de bridge an’ dis nigger 
Bu.lerhe come in. *Bout 6 o’clock Butler 
charged Kansas City John wiv ‘ringin’ in’ 
loaded dice, and Kansas City John he tole 
Rutierto go on ’way from de game. Butler 
he went up to his shop an’ was standin’ in de 
doah when we went pas’ after de game had 
done broke up. Butler an’ Kansas City John 
commenced to quarrel ag'in, an’ Butler he 

ulledagun. While be was crackin’ away at 

\unsas City John I pulled my gun an’ let 

*im have it. Butler shot at me 
and Kaneas City Jolin about six times. I 
only shot jes once. Butler was chasing us up 
de Levee when I fired.’’ 

This story is improbable on the face of it. 
While it is true thata revolver was found on 
Butler’s person, it had not been drawn from 
his pocket and was notloaded,. It was eyi- 
agent that it had not been discharged. Then 
sxain, Payne says Butler was pursuing 
him when he was shot. The 
bullet which wounded Butler struck 
him in the back, just below the le(t shoulder- 
biade, and ranged forward and downward 
toward his left breast. This indicates that he 
was running awayfrom the man who shot 
him, stopping atthe same time to avoid the 
bullet, which he evidently expected. Kansas 
City John made good his escape and has nit 
yet been apprehended. It is probabie that 
Butier will die, asthe bullet is lodged in bis 
left lung. In ordertohold Payne a warrant 
charging him with assauit with intent to kill 
willbLesworn outthis afternoon. Some time 
during the day Butler’s aute-mortem state- 
ment will be taken in Payne's presence,

| AN AWFUL BEATING. 


FRANK REEDY AND FDWARD KELLY CLUB- 
BED BY POLICE OFFICERS. 


Aa Exciting Occurrence on Jefferson Av- 
enue and Morgas Streets Last Night— 
Two Young Men Subjected to Terrible 
Chastisement For a Trivial Offense— 
Indignant Citizens Interfere. 


Last night at about 10 o‘clock the citizens in 
the vicinity of Jefferson avenue and Lucas av- 
enue heard a row which caused them 
to leave their beds for the pur- 
pose of finding out who had caused the 
unusual disturbance. The excitement was 
caused by the screams of frightened women 
and the expostulations of indignant men who 
were witnessing the clubbing of two men by 
Officers Trojanowsk! and Golden. Thestory 
told by the friends of the clubbed men and the 
witnesses of the affair is as follows: 

STORY OF THE CLUBBING. 

Edward Kelly and Frank Reedy, both fire- 
men, had their ‘‘day off’’ and In consequence 
had been taking advantage of their liberty 
and enjoying themselves in their peculiar 
style. Both had been drinking somewhat and 
were going home. They arrived at the corner 
of Washington avenue and Jefferson, where 
an excavation Is being made and although the 
sidewalk was open they did not ~»per- 
celve it and started to walk down 
the street. A discussion regaraing the route 
to be taken followed and while they were 
talking, Kelly leaned awainst a littie time 
keeper’s tower, which standson the corner, 
and inadvertently thrustan elbow through a 
pane of giass. The noise and 
the shattered giass attracted the 
attention of a private watchman 


whoat once appeared on the scene and de- 
manded the unconditional surrender of the 
mew and thelr company tothe station. Kelly 
offered to pay for the glass, but the watch- 
man, who has only been appointed about 
three weeks, suid he would place them under 
arrest. He raised his club to em ,hasize 
bis remarks when Kelly, thinking that he was 
going to be struck, made a grab forthe 
weapon. The watchman then lustily blew his 
whistie, and Officers Volden and Trojanowski, 
who were in the vicinity, Came tothe rescue 
Kelly was still wrestling with the watchmuan 
and holding the club to keep 
from being struck when Officer 
Trojanowski rushed in, it is eaic, and struck 
him a terrific biow on the head, knocking bim 
down. Kelly sprang to his feet again and 
expostuiated on the treatment and Reedy 
rushed up and told the officernot to club 
Kelly any more, as be would get him to ac- 
company himtothe station without trouble. 
He stood between the officer and his friend 
when Officer Golden, he claims, strock him 
onthe right temple witb his ciub, cutting a 
gash nearly three inches long and Knocking 
him senseless. A few other taps foilowed, 
aleo cutting the scalp. Friends of Reedy 
carried him intothe saioon ofJim Mullaney, 
at the corner of Jefferson avenue and Morgan 
street. 

Kelly was expostulating with the officers 
when Trojanowsk!i, so witnesses claim, dealt 
him a terrific biow on the head, knocking him 
down. Theofticer then stood over him, and 
every time he would endeavor to struggle 
to his feet he says he was struck 
The revolver of the officer was emptied in the 


and ribs of the prostrate mansoon attracted 
the attention of every one in the 
neighborhood. The blood poured in streams 
from the cutsinthe head ofthe inanimate 
man andcries of pity were beard from the 
surrounding epectators. 

CAPT. SULLIVAN INTERFERES. 

Capt. Suilivan, a well-known resident in 
that vicinity, seized the arm of the officer and 
in tones of commiseration said: 

‘*For God’s sake don’t kill the man. 
God’s sake stop clubbing him.’’ 

His appeals were unheeded. Every one in 
the crowd shuddered in horror at the sight, 
but noone made a move. Suddenly an old 
nevro woman who had before been a silent 
observer of the outraweé seized a piece of brick 
from the loose sidewalk and huried it at 
Officer Trojanowski, striking him on the bead 
just abovethe righteye, and cuttinga gash. 
An ambulance had been calied 
before that, and the apparently dead 
man was carried to it by those present. Hae 
was taken tothe City Dispensary, where be was 
finally brought to after considerable work. 
His cuts were sewed up and he was locked in 
acell at the Four Courts, 

© WHAT THE WITNESSES &AY. 

When a PosT- DISPATCH reporter visited the 
scene ofthe clubbing this morning the side- 
walk was discolored by pools of Dlood which 
had been absorbed into bricks. For two 
blocks there were splashes and spots of blood 
on the sidewalk. Onthe floor of Muilaney’s 
saloon, where Reedy was carried, there were 
spots of blood which had gushed from the cuts 
ov bis head. 

Mr. Mullaney told the PostT-DISPATCA man 
that he had found Reedy in his suloon where 
the men Nad carried him. He took him tothe 
drug store of James Borton at Washington 
avenus and Jeffurs:n, but the druggist ad- 
vised that be be taken to Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw, 
who lives inthat vicivity. The advice was 
followed and the doctor the 
wounds. Mullaney saic: 

‘*‘Tne watchman hasonly been appointed 
about tbree weeks andithink he was very 
officious. From thewtories told by witnesses 
I do notthink thatthe men did anything to 
wurrant the treatment which they received. 

Pat French, who lives in the vicinity where 
the trouble occurred, told the story of the 
affair as is given above. He says he saw the 
officers beat the men unmefecilully, but did 
not dare to Interfere. 

‘*He struck bim

sewed up 


so hard,’’ said French, 


nearly enocked a board off the fence. Cuapt. 
sullivan begged the officer, for God’s sake, 
to stop beating the man, but he paid no atten- 
tion. The man was beater up borribly. It 
was necessary to carry bim to the ambulance 
and we all thought that he was either dead or 
dyins.’’ 

Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw did not care to say 
much about the affair, He dressed Reedy’s 
wounds and said the off~nse must have been 
a ser.ous one to merit such chastisement. He 
said the cut was over two inches long and 
was avery bad one. 

Mr. Borton said Reedy was brought into bis 
drug-store, but that the cut was such a bad 
one that he advised the immediate attentions 
ofadoctor. Hesaidthe blood was pouring 
from bis cuts in a stream. 

Sergt. Dawson is said to have seversly rep- 
rimanded the watchmun for hie actionin the 
matter, and to have expressed extreme dis- 
pleasure that the affair had been permitted to 
occur. 

CLAIM THEY WRRE JUSTIFIED. 

The officers claim that they were warranted 
in their treatment of the men, as they say 
they attempied to resist and tried to escape. 
They say tiat the clubbing was 20 more seri- 
ous than the occasion demanded.

HINDOO WEDDING FEAST, 


A Marriage Ceremony in High Life at Bom- 
bay—Queer Erahmin Nuptials. 
An interesting description of a Hindoo wed- 


ding, written by Sarah D. Hamlin from Bom- 
bap, appears in a recent issue of the San 
Francisco Bulletin, and from it the following 
extract is taken: | 

As it wan growing late we felt that we & 
waited long enough and prepared to prot 
brideward. This seemed to bethe signal fo 
neWdeparture and a procession was again 
formed. At the bride’s house few chabges had 
been nade, but a ‘*choree’’ or marriage hall 
had beer fdérmed by placing at each of the 
four corners of a square exurthenware water 
vessels one above the other, and held ix 
position by supports of bamboo. , In the cer 
ter was the sacred fre. Hardiy had we 
rived when everybody took seats as be 
though the cashmere-shawied father did — 
appear, and the bride and groom no lon 
sat opposite each otber but side by side. 1 
priests performed ‘‘fire sacrifice’’ befo 
them and fastened the boy’s scarf to the mar 
riage veli ofthe girl. The wur mala, or mar 
riage wariand, composed of twenty-fou 
strings of red cotton, was hung around their 
necks, their hands were again joined beneath 
the dirty scarf, the women sang nuptial 
hymns in bonor of the gods Krishna and Ram, 
and then commenced a series of new perform. 
ances, In which the ‘‘bridexroom’s mother- 
in-law’’ was the principal actor. 

Firstagreat platter of food was brought, 
which the mother presented to the daughter, 
who first gave of it to her bridegroom, and he 
then helped her. Red powder was put upon 
the forehead of both again and again, pot 
only by priest, ‘‘bridegroom’s mother-in- 
law’’ and the little brother, but by numerc 
female friends. Againand again wus thei 
mense platter resembiing a paint shop with! 
various powders brought furth. Hands and 
feet of bride and groow were rubbed with red 
powder, whichis an emblem of prosperity, 
anointed witholl and washed with water. 
Hands were made totonuch each other many 
times, andtoes touch toes. We could see 
that the bride’s little brown feet were 
heavy with toe-rings, whose pendants 
half covered the foot, and the plainer toe- 
rings the mother was constantly removing 
from each foot to the other. uder and 
louder grew the nuptials songs, and one high 
voiced woman, the leader of the sinwers on 
our side of the ‘‘choree,’’ seemed to be firing 
challenges at the officiating priest, and he to 
be replying to her in an expostulatery man- 
ner. ‘Then the brass bands would Legin, piay 
amoment and then stop, never by any acci- 
dentin harmony. As the noise subsided fors 
time an immense brass platter was brought 
whereupon rice had been arranged somewhat 
in the form of a letter X, which is a mystic 
symbol used in religious ceremonies from «a 
very remote period and signifying success 
and happiness. 

Into the angles of the cross red powder was 
sprinkled by the priest, and surrounding 
friends began to throw copper coins upon it. 
They seemed ww be tossing for the fortunes of 
the young couple, one of whom, who seemed 
sO Weary and disgusted and balf blinded by 
the sinoke, was repeated! yawning and 
looking around as if to ask if relief would 
ever come, while he was nee roasted by 
the fre, so near which he was obliged to sit. 
A pan was brought In at this partof the 
proceedings in which were two or three 
kinds of menl. Ghee, or clarified butter, 
being pat upon the flour, the officiating 
woman, or tne ‘*®ridexroom’s mother-in- 
law,’’ proceeded to stir it with her band and 
tomake a kind of dough of which bride 
groom, bride, mother-in law and priest each 
took a littie and dropped on the fre, which 
was now burning brightly.

A Loek-Out at the Jockey Club Which Chris 
Deyle Effiectually fquelched—The Air-

The bookmakers’ strike at the Fair 
Grounds track is over.

EAST 8ST. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE, 


The Rumor About the Sale of the Stock 
Yards Denied—FEast Side Notes. ' 


East St. Louis’ most noted institution—the 
National Stock Yards—is the subject of a great 
deal of disoussion just now, owing to the 
rumor that it is to change hands. The 
direct cause of the discussion is a 
telegraphic dispatch from Chicago in which 
the statement is made that a syndicate is 
negotiating forthe purchase of the National 


Yard as well asthe stock yards at st. Joseph, 
St. Paul and lowa City. A 
POST- DISPATCH reporter visited the 
yard to-day in search of information 
on the sublect, and, though inquiry was made 
at the office of Supt. Jones, nothing was 
learned that would in any way confirm the 
Chicago rumor. The Superintendent was not 
to be found, but his confidential clerk, 
who is also the representative of 
C. G. Knox, Vice - President and 
Treasurer of the S@ock’ Yard Vo., in the ab- 
sence of tbat official, informed the _ re- 
porter that nothing had been heard 
of the alleged negotiations at the East 
st. Louls office further than the intelligence 
conveyed in the dispatch alluded to, which he 
had seen. The directors of the company, he 
said, have iately held a business meeting, 
but as far as reported at the Superintendent’s 
office not the slightest mention of sucha 
transaction had been made at the meeting, 
which was heid for other purposes. To use 
his own words, he thinks ‘‘the whole thing ua 
fake, started by someone who knows nothing 
about it.’”’

FRLUEDENBERG CHARGES FRAUD, 


An Investment in the Kestaurant Business 
Which Did Not Pay. 


Jacob Fruedenberg made application to As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes this 
morning for a warrant charging James Sutley 
with fraud. It appears from Fruedenberg's 
statement that for some time past Sutley has 
been running a small restaurant and ice 
cream parlor at 3421 Olive street. Frueden- 
berg had a little ready money and desired to 


get into business. Consequently when Sutley 
offered to make bim a partner in the concern, 
he accepted his terms and paid $100 in cash on 
Wednesday to bind the bargain. It was agreed 
that in consideration ofthis $100and $150 in 
monthly payments of $10 each Fruedenberg 
and Sutley were tosbare and sbare alike in 
the profits of the business for the period of 
one year. Articles to this effect were 
drawn up and signed by both 
parties. Yesterday Fruedenberg learned 
that BSutiey bad disposed of the other 
half interest in the business to bis brother-in- 
law, James Becker, for $200, which sum he 
received in cash and then disappeared. 
Becker at once took charge of the establish. 
ment and hae resisted Fruedenberg’s attempts 
to enferce bis claim to possession under the 
written agreement of copartnership, Mr. 
Dierkes refused to issue any warrant, holding 
that the offense did not come within .the 
criminal statutes governing prosecutions for 
fraud. 

He advised Fruedenberg, bowever, that as 
Sutiey had transferred his interest in the res- 
taurant without the consent of Fruedenberg, 
the brother-in-law, Becker, bad no legal 
right to possession and could be ejected.

Louis Railroad Co. submitted a 
petition requesting the board to give them a 
route along Broadway atthe French Market, 
Two plans were submitted, one of them show- 
ing the tines they tried to build on when 
stopped by an injunction of G. W. Peters, and 
the other showing the tracks moved westward 
far enough to skip the market. The company 
asks thatthe board decide which plan they 
shall work on.

THE WAITERS’ STRIKE, 


After a Full Week of Idleness the Men Are 
Still Confident. 


There was the usual gathering of waiters 
about the Trades and Labor Union Building at 
Fourth and Valentine streets this morning. 
Few have followed Labor Commissioner 
Merriwether’s advice and sought other em- 
ployment. Therank and file have not lost 
confidence. To-day isthe first of the second 
week for many of the strikers. None are in 
distressing circumstances and some bave em 


ployment in the gardens at night. There have 
been some secessions from the non-union 
forces employed in several restaurants, men 
having been induced to quit and join the 
strikers. This has bad the effect 
of encouraging the strikers, wany of 
whom think that in @ short time the pro- 
Pprietors will be compelled to sue for terms. 
They think that in the withdrawal of non- 
union men, who join the union, and the effi- 
clency of the ‘‘scbooners,’’ ‘‘hams’’ and 
**huueries’’ the restaurant keepers will be 
brought to that condition that they will have 
to capitulate. With the exception 
of the throwing of a brick 
into the Grand Restaurant by some 
unknown person there has been no act of yvio- 
lence charged ageinst the strikers. They dis 
avowed the brick throwing promptly and 
offered $10 reward for the detection of the 
offender. The proprietors do not seem to be 
disturbed by the strike and all the restaurants 
are running full Diast. They say thas 
the changes that have been made in 
the union contract do not make 
that document more acceptable to them. 
These changes are an amplification of the 
thirty-day clause, explaining that it is not 
intended to restrict the employers’ right to 
discharge individuals for cause, and permit- 
ting employers to employ non-uyjion waiters 
when there are vot enough uniéa waiters to 
do the work, as in rush times.

TRACES OF A “SLUSH FUND.”’ 

The revelations in the SuNDay PostT- 
DispaTcu from the books of the A. Siegel 
Gas Fixture Co. were a striking exhibit of 
the process of extracting a 50-per-cent 
‘*slush fund’’ from a $260,000 job of im- 
provements for the State Capitol build- 
ing. 

An inspection of the gas fixtures put in 
and of the charges for materiai and work 
discloses the fact that the State paid two 
prices for all it got and for much that it 
did notget. The amounts allowed and 
paid for labor are exaggerated out of all 
proportion to the work done, and many 
costly articles included in the payments 
are nut to be found in the rooms 
to which they were charged. The firm’s 
shipping book does not tell who got the 
missinggarticles, but it does show that 
equivalents in the form of fine hall lamps, 
drop lights, marble clocks, bronze statu- 
ettes, chandeliers, etc., were shipped to 
the State Auditor, the State Treasurer, 
the Governor’s private secretary and the 
Warden of the Penitentiary. There are

CITY oF MEXIco, July 2%.—The Guatemalan 
Minister here has just received advices an- 
nouncing tie formal declaration of war 
against San Salvador. 

LIBERTAD, July 25.—Reports of the success 
ofthe Salvadoran army in Guatemala have 
been confirmed. Six battles have been won, 
and the army is now pushing ite way into the 


interior of Guateiwala. 


Saivadoran Dispatches. 


CITY OF MEXICO, July 25.—Geronimo Pou, 

the confidential agent of San Salvador at 
Mexico, has received the following dis- 
patches: 
_ SANTANA, July 23.—The Guatemalan Govern- 
ment, with the intention of helping the 
traitor Villavicencio, ordered two of its best 
generals to invade our territory with troops. 
They were Jalapa and Santa Rosa, who enjoy 
the reputation of being very brave. They 
were driven out of Salvadoran territory in 
two great batties. Two bloody battles that 
followed on Guatemalan territory in which 
the Salvadorans were victorious, caused 
greatlosstotheenemy, capturing artillery, 
arms and ammunition. Salvador has proved 
the justice of her cause by force of arms, and 
will not solicit or accepta peace that is not 
honorable. From the start we did not care to 
provoke war. CARLOS EZETA. 

SAN SALVADOR, July 24.—We have gained 
five victories over Guatemala. Our forces are 
now operating on Guatemalan territory.

MEXICO STRICTLY NEUTRAL. 

President Diaz is autbority fur the state- 
mentthat Mexico is maintaining, and will 
maintain, a strictly neutral attitude. Nota 
Mexican soldier bas been woved to the Gua- 
temalan frontier.

A GUATEMALAN VICTORY. 

The Guatemaians, under Gen. Sanchez, 
according to advices from Guate mala, defeated 
the Salvadorans Monday, and drove them 
across the frontier into San Salvador, captur- 
ing three cannons. Advices from San Salvador 
contradict this story. Gens. Sostines, Rocha 
and Florei, reported to be leading Mexican 
troops in Guatemala, are here. 

GUATEMALA’S ADVANTAGE. 

Dispatches from Guatemala say that the 
Pacific Mail steamers will receive asubsidy 
from the Guatemalan Governmeat, which 
gives the Guatemalan authorities certain 
rights whiletbe vessels are in Guatemalan 
waters. Among tbese is theright to search 
for contraband goods, among which count 
arms for nations at war with Guatemala. 


The Death of President Menendez. 


New YoOrkK, July 25.—The WORLD'S advices 
by mail from San Salvador, under date of 
June 24, give a graphic description of the 
death of President Menendez on the night of 
June 22. A ballin honor of the anniversary 
of the inauxuration of the Republic was in 
progress at the palace when a military revolt 
occurred on the Streets and a number of sol- 
diers rusbed madly intothe ball room, caus- 
ing the greatest excitement. While the panic 
was at ite height Gen. Menendez appeared 
from an upperroom with his sword and re- 
volver in hand, prepared to bead bis guard 
in quelling the disturbance. His guards, 
however, had been driven to their quarters by 
the revolting soidiers.-Gen. Menendez passed 
among the turbuient masses loudly calling 
for his guard, when suddenly he dropped bis 
sword and fell to the ground unconscious. 
He had been attacked with congestion of the 
brain. His friends worked with him all night 
but to no purpose, and at 5 o’clock in the 
morning he died. During the confusion of 
the night the mutinious soldiers and the 
guards bad numerous fights, during which 
Gen. Marcial and five other officers and sey- 
enteen soldiers were killed. The WORLD 
correspondent asserts thatthe outbreak was 
the result of a treasonable plot, the leader in 
Carlos Ezeta, the present 
Provisional President.

Dr. Wolfred Nelsen on the War. 


New YorK, July 2.—Dr. Wolfred Neison, a 
traveler and scientist, Who has spent many 
years in the Central American provinces and 
who has just returned from that country on 
his way to Europe, was seen by areporter at 
the Astor House yesterday and questioned 
concerning the reported outbreak between 
Guatemala and San Salvador. 

**] believe the reports are true, inso far as 
they referto the outbreak of troubie,’’ he 
said, ‘‘butI base my belief on what I know 
of the condition of affairs in those countries 
and not at all on the Consular reports. 
Those Consuls are the most active men in the 
world in suppressing the truth about disturp- 
ances ofthis sort. Almost constantly since 
the war of 1685, when Gen. Barrios was shot 
dead on the field of Chaichuapa, the Guate- 
malans bave made strenuous effortto dorl- 
nate in the Central American Provinces. 
Their ambitions in this regard have been fired 
by the arbitrary leadership of Gen. Barillas. 
the President, who after Barrios was shot, 
Geclared himself President, andhas ruled 
with an iron hand since thattime. The sup- 
port that has been given Barilias bas been 
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largely derived from the army of Guatemala, 
a heterogeneous body of Indians of the Peon or 
laboring class, who are badly clad, poorly 
paid and seldom fed. There are more gene 
rals than privates inthe army of the Guate- 
mala, andthe country isso large and the 
principal placesso inaccessible that, while 
they have a lage population, they connot use 
it for military purposes, 
GUATEMALA’S TYRANNICAL RULE. 

‘*By a series of forcible measures, of which 
the recent battle is only an instance, the 
Guatemalans have strived to force upon Sal- 
vador and her allied provinces the bonds of 
a so-called Central American Union,a Federa- 
tion that can have no possible cohesion, and 
one that means only the absolute domination 
of the larger Province of Guatemala under its 
tyrannical ruler, Barillas. Against these 
forcibie measures the San Salvaderans have 
made every resistance, Its hearths and homes 
with them and successful opposition means 
existence. They and their sister Republics 
are closely allied, all reports to the contrary 
notwithstanding, while the Guatemalans are 
divided into a number of petty factions, 
having their own bitter an‘mosities. 
Their country, moreover, is 80 large that 
a number of revolutions can goon at the same 
time. There willbe many more battles be- 
fore this war is over, and if San falvador is 
not victorious in the end, it willbe due only 
to the superior forces arrayed against her, 
not to her own weakness or faint heartedness, 
forthe Salvadorans arethe best fighters in 
Central America. Their women are as brave 
as tigers. They are the most perfect ty peo 
Amazons I ever saw, and it goes without say- 
ing thatthe men are equally formidable. I 
am perfectly convinced that the repocrte of an 
alliance between Guatemala, Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica are without foundation in fact. 
Such reporty can only have been sent out 
through consular agencies, which as I have 
said, cannot be relied upon. 

NICARAGUA AND COSTA RICA. 

‘*‘Uponthe allies of San Salvador in this 
fight her success largelygiepends. Tha Nica- 
raguans and Costa Ricdhs must make com- 
mon cause with her or becomeéa part ofthe 
Union with which they areentirely out of 
sympathy. Nicaragua is the only Government 
in Central America that has never been ac- 
cused of irregular practices. Se has no for- 
eign debt; she has built all her own rallaoads; 
her people are good and loyal, and they will 
fight with indomitable perseverance. The 
Costa Ricans are the natural allies of 
Nicaragua. The former Government can 
bring troops down the Pacific sea coast by 
rail, transfer them by water,as das been done 
before, or march them from Punta Arenas, on 
the Pacific coast, to Rivas on Lake 
Nicaragua. There they can be 
transferred by steamer to Granada, to 
Masaya, to Manuqua, to Leon and to Corinto, 
the Pacific port of Nicaragua, and be marched 
through the mvuuntain passes into San Salva- 
dor. The Guatemalans have found in their 
recent skirmish operations against San Salva- 
gor that it is no easy matter to transfer 
troops. The capital, the city of Guatemala, 
lies inland and upland seventy-three miles. 
To get in San Salvador an invading army from 
Guatemala must gothrough a narrow pass, 
which is constantly guarded by a people war- 
like and boraveto a degree. If Guatemala 
persists in her efforts to bring about this 
union, it is through this defile that her armies 
must march, and it fs on the narrow strip of 
land to the south that ber 

BATTLES MUST BE FOUGHT. 

I have heard it said that Spanish Honduras 
will support Guatemala in ber contest. This 
isvery doubtful. In theeventof her making 
common cause with Guatemala she instantly 
exposes her northern frontier to invasion for 
Mexico and there Guatemalacannot assist her. 
That Gen. Pegran, President of Honduras, 
would willingly assist Barillas there can be no 
doubt, inasmuch as Guatemala bas always 
dictated the policy of Spanish Honduras. 
But Mexico, Guatemala’s Northern neighbor, 
hasa lerge stand ng army selected from a 
population of 9,000,000. The usefulness of 
these troops is seen in the fact that the boun- 
daries between Guatemala and Mexico have 
long been indispute. Alarge section of Guate- 
maia undoubtedly belongs to Mexico from a 
geographical standpoint. Mexico wants the 
border lines rectified and when revobation or 
war occurs, ber opportanity Is presented. In- 
deed, Mexico has already sent troops tothe 
frontier, awaiting her chance to Invest the ad- 
jacentcountry. Back of this whole question 
there is one of great interest to Americans,the 
outlook for the Nicaragua canal and the effect 
upon that enterprise resulting from war. It 
isthe generallv accepted belief in Central 
Americaand thoroughly well founded one, 
too, thatif Guatemala succeeds in overcom.- 
ing San Salvador and also Nicaragua, she will 
load down the waterway withso many con- 
cessions as to make 

ITS COMPLETION IMPRACTICABLE, 

if not Impossible. Three are a good many 
Americans down there, and they are to a man 
interested in the defeat of Guatemala for this 
reason. The feeling in Nicaragua regarding 
her great sister Repubiicin the North is one 
of friendship and esteem. She is small and 
weak, but she knows that she holds the key to 
the problem of interoceanic transit, in which 
the United States has the greatest possible 
interest. Icisa well-known fact that some 
years ago French capital,in De Lesseps’ inter- 
est, made an effort to approach the Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua and prevent the granting 
of a concession to build the great waterway. 
The scheme was exposed at the time in La 
Estrella de Guaiemala, edited by J. G. Hol- 
launder, at present a refugee from Guatemala 
in thiscity. Itie gaid in Nicaragua that this 
same French capital stands ready at any time 
tv tempt the Guatemalan Governmentin the 
eventof her success over San Salvador and 
Nicarayua. Itisalsosaid that if offered, the 
money would be accepted and the proposed 
building of the great canal effectually sup- 
pressed.

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A FAMILY FEUD. 


MR. FRANK TRIPLETT TELLS THE STORY OF 
HIS DAUGHTER’S ABDUCTION. 


He Says He! Proposes to Bring All the Ab- 
ductors Intw Court and Prove That the 
Statements Made About Mim Are Untrue 
—A Prospective Fight ia Which a Brother 
and Sister Will Be the Bitter Con- 


testante. 


The warrants which were sworn out yester- 
day by Mr. Frank Triplett, charging Dr. 
Woodville G.Stoubley and Frank Parsons with 
kidnaping, will lead to a trial which will bring 
to light one of the saddest stories of family 
disagreement thatthe witness stand bas eyer 
revealed, a story of amotberand sister who 
have turned against a son and brotner, and 
dragged his name through the foulest mire. 
The warrants charge the defendants with the 
abduction of Cora Triplett, the 15-year-old 
daughter of Frank Triplett, who has figured 
in several sensational stories of abductions 
and been the wedge that has split the fawily. 
Though the warrants have just been sworn 
out the alleged abduction occurred in the 
early partof May last, but Mr. Triplett says 
he has been bothered and thwarted in his 
effortto prosecute these men and has only 
now succeeded in including Frank Parsons in 
the jnformation. 

MR. TRIPLETT’S STORY. 

Mr. Triplett was seen to-day, and for the 
first time made a full statement of his family 
troubles which have been dragged into print, 
When asked for a statement of bis difficulties 
he said: ‘‘Idonotliketo talk about them, 
because no man wishes to speak disrespect- 
fully of his mother and sister, but I have been 
persecuted and denounced until! I feel that I 
owe it to myself to tell the truth about my af- 
fairs and contradict the statements which 
have been made concerning me. In 
pluce I wish to show yousome evidence of 
the character of these people. Here isa clip- 
ping from a Kansas City paper giving an in- 
terview with Mrs. Staubley, wht is my sister, 
and at the bottom there is 
a statement which says that when 
the reporter told herthat the interview with 


her was to be printed she eaild that if it was she 
would deny whatshe had suid, She readily 
deciared ber willingness to tell an untruth.’’ 
Mr. ‘Iriplett showed a letter from Charles 
E. App of Lordsburg, Ariz., concerning 
Stoubley, who wasa Justice of the Peace 
there, in which Mr. App charged apainst 
Stoubley conduct and crimes which compelied 
bim to leave the Territory. 

Then continuing Mr. Triplett said: ‘*Cora 
used board with her grandmother and 
aunt, then Mrs. Arnold, and! paid Ga week 
tor ber board and exborbitant pricesfor her 
clothing. They charged me four or five 
prices for ber apparel, and as my mother was 
an old woman, she turned the money over to 
my sister to be nsed Dy her, and I saw how it 
wus going. I married and determined to take 
Cora howe. Icouid not affurd to support two 
families, andItold them so, and they then 
deciared that if I took Cora away and did not 
continue to paythemfor her support they 
would tell just such stories on meas they bave 
told. Since then it has been persecution 
continually and I have tried to keep this 
awiul family trouble from the pubilc, but 
they have publiciy denounced me as they 
threatened. They took Cora away and for a 
long time 1 could not find her. 


IN A DISGUISED HAND. 

last 1 received a_i letter writ- 
ten in a disguised hand, telling me 
if I was willing to pay $3,500 for her 
toopen negotiations by advertising In the 
newspapers. Itore the letter up and threw 
itawuay. Abonttwo weeks later I received 
another, saving that if I was not willing 
to pay $3,500 for my own flesh and blood 
the writer of the letter woulu settle with me 
for $1,500. I paid no attention to that. lthen 
beard that they were in Neosha and went 
there. Ifound my mother and talked with 
her about ber conduct in keeping mv chiid 
from meand at last she said that ahe would 
give Cora up, but she did not like to send her 
back to Betty (my wife) dressed as she was. I 
had $50 with me which I gave her and told her 
to get some clothes for the child 
but not to walt to dress her 
elaborately because we could do that 
when she got home. I asked her whenIcould 
have the child, anu she said she would have 
-her clothes ready in three days. I went back 
inthree days and founda boy on the steps 
crying. Iusked for my mother and sister and 
he told me thatthey had gone away and had 
not paid him money that they owed him, 
They had told him thatthey were going to 
Keutucky, and as they had relatives there I 
thought it probable that thsy had gone to 
visit them, I sent A detective to 
hentucky, but found that they were 
notthereand again I had lost trace of them, 
Then Ireceived aletterfrom Oakland, Cal. 
telling me that Cora was there and if I woul 
come I could get her. I bundled up and went 
to California and searched Oakland, San 
Fruncisco, Fresno, Sacramento, Los Angeles 
and all the large cities of the State, but could 
tind no trace ofthem. I then learned that the 
letter had been taken to Oakland by 
some friend of th@rs and matled 
there with the expectation that if I 
went to California I would not come 
back, but I did return?’and continued to 
hunt for my child. Aftera whilel heard that 
she wasin Independence, Mo. That was in 
April last. Isenta female detective there, 
whofound herand got into the house asa 
nurse. Atan appointed time! went to [nde- 
pendence and metthe nurse witb Coraon the 
street. The child was dressed as some nero 
child might be and was dirty and 
ill-kept. 1 told her that I wanted 
her to come with me and she 
demurred a little at first, but 
afterwards consented and I brought her to St. 
Louie, where, after we had washed and 
dressed her decently, she was perfectly con- 
tented. lIasked her why she had objected to 
coming with me, and she said that her vrana- 
mother and Stoubleby and his wife had told 
herthatl was a lIlar, athief, and a murderer 
and everything that was vile. She had only 
been with me a shert time when she 
was abducted. Stoubleby and his wife, 
Frank Parsons and some one, who 
is supposed to be a detective, went 
to my nouse, 4607 North Market street, to take 
her away. Stoubley and the detective were to- 
gether and walked up the street ahead of the 
others and by the house. Then the detective 
returned and rang the bell. My wife went to 
the doorand hetold herthat he was an in- 
spector from the Water Department and he 
had to inspect the pipes. She asked him 
where be wanted to gouand he said he wouid 
look at the celiar first. He went down 
stairs and staid for a while 
then came upand my wife showed him t e6 
kitchen. He wentin there, butdid pot look 
at the faucets and that made my wile suspic- 
ious. She asked him if there was anywhere 
else he wanted to go, and he asked if we hada 
bath-room, She told him we had and be went 
up tothat. I think he was satisfied by that 
time that there was no man in the bouse, and 
he wentaway. My wife watched him and saw 
him join Stoubley. When Parsons and Mrs, 
Stoubley came in sight the other two separ- 
ated. Ithink the detective went to the back 
of the house to watch that. Stoubley ran into 
the yard and round to the sidedoor. Parsons 
stood at the front gate.

WHEN TO SHOOT, 


An Officer’s Use of a Revolver Provekes an 
Interesting Discussion, 


‘* When can I shoot?’ 


they are interested !n the answer. The ques- 
tion came up at roll callinthe Central Dis- 
trict this morning. In a quarrel over 
a craps game A nero, Payne, 
had shot another negro, Butler, 
Payne tried to escape and was running away 
when Patrolman Fox called to him to halt. He 
continued torun and thé patroiman fired a 
shot after him. Payne then stopped running 
and submitted to arrest. 

But suppose Fox’s shot had struck the negro 


and had killed bim. Would the killing be 
justitiabie? 

One of the policemen was primed for this 
discussion. He drew forth adecision of the 
Supreme Court of New York which is a com- 
plete answer to all the questions that were 
asked. The decision ended the discussion 
and gave the men much more information 
than they had uvon the subiect. It is here 
reproduced for the benefit of the rest of the 
force and the public. 

RIGHT TO KILL A FLEEING FELON. 

‘*It is broadly laid down by the most eminent 
writers on the common law thut an officer 
seeking to arrest a i¢lon who refuses to stop 
when required to, but continues his flight, 
basarizht to kill to prevent the felon’s es- 
cape, if he caunot otherwise take him. There 
are alsO many cases where the judges have 
declared it the law. But this right does not 
exist in cases of misdemeanor. This 
is probably the law, although there 
are no precedents strictiy speaking 
It is a doctrine which comes down to us from 
early times «nd smacks of the severity of an- 
cient comingn law. The American cases show 
a tendency to mitigate the harshness of the 
ruie. In a modern North Carolina case it was 
held thatthe doctrine did not apply to all 
feionies, but only to cases of murder and 
such like cupital felonies, where the district 
or vicinity was subject to amercement, if the 
felon was allowed to escupe, consequently it 
was held in that case that one was nut justi- 
fied in shooting to prevent the escape of one 
who had stolen a bog. 

‘*In one case,it was sald that so long as the 
person sought to be arrested (charged with 
murder), was content peaceably to avoid 
arreet, the pursuing party had noright to kill 
him. Ip Texas it was beid that an officer had 
no right in causes of misdemeanor to shoot at 
one who refused to nalt when called upon to 
do so, and in avotber, that a penitentiary 
guard had norightto shoot an escaped con- 
vict who continued to flee when called upon 
to stop, and that be was right y convicted of 
murder in the second degree for so doing. In 
an old case in North Carolina where a 
householder was waked up at night 7 a 
stranyer coing from house to gate and called 
upon him to halt,the stranger not stopping and 
being killed, it was beid that the householder 
was rightly convicted of manslaughter. And 
it was held that the following request to 
charge was rightly refused: ‘If the defenaant 
had reason to believe that a felony hud been 
committed on his property they ought to find 
him excused and not guilty of any crime !f the 
Killing took piace in endeavoring to arrest the 
deceased for the supposed felony.’ 

‘*In a New York cuse the law is thus stated: 
‘The distinction is marked between cases of 
misdemeanor and felony. It is onlyin the 
latter case that homicide is justifiable by any 
person acting without a warrant, even when 
it is the only Means to prevent the escape of 
the criminal. When no warrant is out for the 
offender, even an officer cannot take his life 
to prevent bis escape upon his own belief of 
the commission of atelony, however reason- 
uble ground he may havefor such a belief, 
If he acts without a warrant be must be pre- 
pared to show the factof the felony in order 
to justify taking the life of a person wyom he 
is undertaking to arrest or secure.’ 

**In anv case the felon must not be killed in 
endeavoring to arrest him if the officer can 
capture bimw witbout such severity, by obtain- 
ing assistance or otherwise, of which the 
jury ought to inquire. 

‘*An officer basa right to arrest without war- 
rantone whom he has reasonabie cause to 
suspect of being a felon,and if he acts in good 
faith and on reafonable grounds he is justi- 
fied in making the arrest, even if it turns out 
atterwards thathe was wrong, and the right 
to arrest without warrant, upon reasonable 
suspicion offelony, is absolute and not de- 
pendent upon the possibility of the suspected 
person's escape before a warrant can be pro- 
cured,’

Bridgeport (Conn.) Society Startled by Mrs, 
Nettie A. Beach's Allegations—Her Has- 
band Charged With Cruelty and Attempt- 
ing to Secare Her Property te Pay His 
Debtse—A Sensational Incident.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 25.—Mrs. Nettle

ADVANTAGES OF THOROUGHBRED BLOOD 
IN TROTTING HORSES 


The Browns Win a Game at Brookiyn—Suno! 
Makes a Half Mile Trotting KRecord—'! he 
Bookmakers’ Strike at the Fair Greands 
Racing Surprises in the East—General 
Sporting News. 


HE original idea of 
breeding thorough- 
bred mares to trotting 
stallions was to breed 
fillies for broodmares, 
ganda build pedigrees 
thoroughbred 
foundations to them, 
writes L. Brodhead. 
These fillies were bred 
young to the ‘‘Wood- 


burn’’ trotting stallions, thus getting two 
trotting crosses on a thoroughbred founda- 
tion. There was no exvectation of getting 
phenomenal speed from the first cross. and 
no effort was made to develop what speed 
they had. Awe we have what we bred to get, 
we bave no idea of going back to what was 
first principle, and breeding all our thorough- 
bred mares to trotting étallions. I bave never 
advocated the thoroughbred to this extent, I 
bave merely shown, and that conclusively, 
that the thoroughbred as a foundation 
is a decided advantage in a trot- 
ting pedigree, and it is a great loss to the 
ublic generally that there were not more 
ortanes lost in the past in such experiments 
s Woodburn made. I have no idea of going 
ut of the present estabiisbed lines of what 
e know’ are trotting lines, but I shall have 
deolded preference for pedigrees that heve 
he thoroughbred. As an iliustration, I bred 
ussia, sister to Maud 8.,to Axtell. These 
are established trotting pedigrees, Dut both 
&re indebted for existence to the list held up 
to public scorn as an illustration of the 
failure to produce trotters from a thorough- 
bredin gion. Itis strange coincidence that 
** Baril) f. one of the thoroughbred ‘‘fail- 
ures,’’ was the dam of Mambrino Royal, the 
sire of Axteli’s grandam. But for the ‘*fail- 
mre’’ there would be no Axtell, no Jay-Eye- 
Bee, no Maud S., no Favorite, and if the list 
dhad been extended to inciude all similar 
cases, no Sunol, no Palo Alto. Just think of 
it. Ifthoroughbred mares bad not been bred 
to trotting stallions the fastest trotting mare, 
stallion and gelding in our history could not 
have existed. They were the fastest because 
the thoroughbred mares in that gave them 
the ability tocarry their sveed. I bave no 
hesitation In stating that the thoroughbred is 
@ much gamer borse than the. trotter, 
/ especially those strictly trotting bred. 
/ J have had over twenty years’ practical 
experience With both kinds of horses. We 
bave used thoroughbreds in the plow, the 


carriage and under saddie, and invariably 
they were gamer then apimais used for the 
game purpose that had not the thoroughbred 
; cross. A mule whose dam is highly bred will 
outwear several whose Gaines are not. They 
are vetter in every particular. The draft 
horse whose dam was thoroughbred is gamer 
than the pure bred. The trotters that we 
have had with thoroughbred biood were 
gamer than those without it. So by expe-

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MEXICAN TIN MINING. 


IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES MADE BY ST. 
LOUIS CAPITALISTS IN SONORA. 


Work Commenced onthe Veins That May 
Revolutionize the Market—The Nerth- 
western Depositse—Different Kinds of Tin 
and Hew They Are Formed—a Promis- 
ing St. Louis Industry.

develop the tin deposits of the United States 

and Mexico, someofwhich have met witha 

slight degree of success, but none have 

been followed out as they should have been. 
It is the story of the placer gold over again. 

HOW TIN 18 FOUND. 

‘*There are two kinds of tin, one known as 
stream tin, and the other as veintin. The 
stream tin occufs as placer gold does, in the 
beds of mountains, and is found in the shape 
of little nodules of nearly pure tin. it has 
been found in guantities sufficient to pay for 
working in the Black Hills, near Harney’s 
Peak, and in Sonora, Mexico. This summer, 
however, a strong effort has been made to 
find the veins from which the stream tin 
came, and unless the opinion ofall who 
bave examined the situation is erroneous, the 
output of the United States aud Mexico will 
within a short time nearly equal that 
of the famous mines in Cornwall. 
The money for the enterprise has. been con 
tributed by Senator Hearst of California and a 
few St. Louis gentlemen. The outlook near 
Harney’s Peak, where prospecting is going 
on at present, is exceNent. Two veinr have 
been Ciscoveréd, and a foace of fifty men 
are at work developing them for the 
purpose of ascertaining as nearas possible 
their extent. But the most work has been 
done in Sonora, Mexico. There three veins 
have been purchased. A large amount of ore 
bas Deen raised, and is now on ite way to the 
assayers to ascertain its value. 

WORK NOW IN PROGRESS. 

‘*‘A rough test was made at the mines, but ap- 
paratus was not available to make a thorough 
examination,but enough was learned to show 
that the ore would well repay working. Four 
years azgoaSt. Louis company began work 
in the same locality. Tin was 
found, but it was believed that it 
couid not be profitably reduced, and work 
was accordingiy abandoned. some dis- 
coveries made inthetin mines of the NHWack 
Hills in reference to the best manner of treat- 
ing American tin ores, which in their 
com position are decidedly different 
from those of England and the 
East Indles, attracted the attention 
ot Senator Hearst and be decided to wive the 
mines another trial. In connection with 
some St. Louis capitalists he undertook an- 
other examination, sent some of the ore 
abroad to have its reducibility tested, and the 
company is so well satisfied that ithas been 
definitely decided to push work on as rapidly 
as itcan be Jone. Asum of $250,000 has been 
raised to prosecute operations, and macdinery 
is now on the way to the mines. ~A series of 
borings have been made which show that the 
three veins extend alone distance below the 
surface, and that the mines cannot soon be 
exhausted. 

PECULIARITIES OF THE MINE. 

‘Of this there is little feur, as uli the mines 
that have ever been worked for any length of 
time have proved to be practically inexhaust- 
ible. The Cornwall mines have been in oper- 
ation for over two thousand years, and as 
much ore as everis found. The depth ofthe 
nines has, however, become 8o great that tne 
expense of operation is immense, and the 
mines cannot be profitably operated many 
yeurs ionger, unlessthere is a sharp rise in 
prices. English tinmen recognize this fact, 
and sre constantly on the lookvout{for new de- 
posits. They already own two or 
three prospects in the Black Hills, 
and when I left Sonora their 
agents were exanining the mountains of that 
State very closely. If the mines in this coun- 
try and Mexico are only halfuas good as they 
promise to be, the North American continent 
will become the beadquarters of the world 
for this metal. St. Louis will profit more than 
any other city, as a majority of the stock of 
the Mexican wines wiil be controlied here.’’

A GREAT DIAMOND SWINDLE,

How Two Philadelphia Pawnbrokers Worked 
a Yeung Dealer. 


Fs Teterrerh te the PORT-DIRPATCH. 

NEw YORK, July 24.—Some recent offers of 
rewards for the recovery of diamonds and 
jewelry indicate that the sly and agile sum- 
méi-resort burg!ar is making the most of the 
season’s opportunities. Coincident with the 
Offers of rewards the police authorities of the 
Various cities of the country are furnished 
with as complete printed statements of the 


robberies as can be made and with descrip- 
tions of the stolen property. Every- 
thing is done tbat can be to guard 
the natural channels through which 
such property would be disposed of by the 
thieves and yet it seldom occurs that the 
property is recovered through the agency of 
the police. How is it disposed of by the 
thieves? and are they able to dispose of their 
booty at approximately market prices? These 
are questions asked by a correspondent. Mr. 
Frederick Douglas, President of the Jewelers’ 
Protective Absociation, sald yesterday: 

‘*The offer of a large quantity of diamonds 
toa member ofthe trade by a stranger would 
naturally putthe merchant upon bis guard, 
for the fact is well understood that there 
are stolen diamonds floating around. 
The Jewelers’ Protective Association includes 
all the manufacturing jewelers of this city and 
no such quantity of dlamonds as $5,000 worth 
could be offered totbe manufacturing trade 
without danger to the thief, ifthe thief it was 
who made the offer. But the association does 
not extendtothe retail trade nor does it in- 
clude pawn-brokers. There areopportunities 
enough in nearly every larue city for the dis- 
posalof diamonds and jewelry without ap- 
proaching the wholesale jewelry trade at all, 
and even without excitingsuspicion. The ease 
with whicheven a large q uantity of dlamonds 
or jewelry could be transported and 
concealed is the special attraction which this 
classe of property bas forthe thief. The cir- 
cumstances of a conspiracy in 1880 to despolil 
the diamond dealers of thiscity of a large 
amount of stock have just come to light. A 
clever young Philadelphia Hebrew had made 
a great reputation as a salesinan and upon the 
strength of itand asmall capital launched ins 
to business forhimself. Two pawnbrokers of 
the Quaker city who knew oft his high stand- 
ing in the trade, proposed to him to buy as 
large a quantity of diamondsas he could th 
New Yorkand pay as little cash upon them 
as he could get the gems for. 
They proposed to make good hia 
checks on a Philade!phia bank for what- 
ever cash payments he bad to make. The 
young merchant yielded. He came to New 
York and bought £60,000 worth of precious 
gems, paying upon them only about $4,000. 
ibe pawn brokers took the gems and about 
a month told the young Hebrew mérchant 
thatthey would havetogointo bankruptcy. 
The diamond dealer acguisced and went to 
his lawyer and told him to put him through 
an assignment, with an offer to pay 10 cents 
onthe dollar. With many alleged misgivings 
the Philadeiphia lawyer undertook the job. 
The young diamond dealer bad a story of 
pocket picking on the cars, of gambling 
losses and losses on the race truck to teil to 
account forthe disappearance of his money 
within a month atter the purchase of the 
gems, and the lawyer told him it would bot 
be believed and thatifit was true it would 
send bimtoprison. Bu' the young man per- 
sisted in his determination. is offer was re- 
jected and he was arrested for obtaining 
xoods under false pretenses and put 
under $60,000 bail which he was unable to 
furnish. Ihen ‘he told the whole story. Under 
threat of exposure and prosecution the pawn- 
brokers waiked into the lawyer's office one 
day, where they met their would-be victims 
and restored $30,000 worth of the gems and 
the proceeds of the sales of the remainder, 
With the restoration of the gems the prosecu- 
tion ceased. The young Hebrew went into 
substantial exile in the Westand is said-to 
have profited by the dear leason that he 
gained in the big diamond case. The pawn- 
brokers, having had no reputations to lose, 
continued op unmolested in the same old 
way.’’

Why Flannel Is Best for Sunimer Wear— 
Danger in Meats in Hot Weather—New

resorts, and doubtless many visitors expect 
material benefit from the waters, no matter 
what their complaints, says an exchange.

the same. It ought not to be necessary to say 
that this ie erroneous, and that invalids who 
goek mineral water cures should first consult 


their physicians, 
that, although these waters are one of the 
best and surest methods of treatment, they 
must often be varied according to tie 
different stages of the disease, 
and the improper use of them 
miay do greatbarm. There area few general 


rules for drinking mineral waters which may 
roperly be given bere. They should always 
@taken onan empty stomach and about an 
hour before breakfast. The best way is to rise 
early and go at once to the spring and there 
siowly drink a giass of the water, Then stroll 
about for ten or fiiteen minutes, after which 
take an: ther giass. Perhaps the patient can 
take three giasses of the water before break- 
fast. Ifeo let ibere be the same interval and 
amount of exercise between each. Just 
much water should be taken 
depend upon the disease and 
etfects of the remeuy upon 
theindulwer. Many visitors at the springs 
swamp their stomachs with large quantities 
of water, often drinking as much as they cau 
hold. This is afoolish and burtful practice. 
While taking acourse of mineral waters the 
diet should be restricted to plain, wholesome 
food, and itshbouid be eaten sparingly. All 
pastries, highly seasoned dishes and others 
at all diMcuit of digestion should be avoided. 
Evidently flannel is rapidly displacing linen 
and cotton fur summer underwear bere in the 
North. The most comfortable. 
GARMENTS FOR HOT WEATHER 
are not, as many assume, those which are the 
lightest. Tbe frst essentiul is the power to 
aosorb moisture. Linen and cotton are noto- 
riousiy poor absorbents, while wool stands 
high in this respect. Flannel garments ab- 
sorl the perspiration readily and keep the 
surfade of the body comparatively dry. An- 
other thing, when wearing linen or cotton, 
the clothing soon becomes wet and clammy 
by contact with the perspiring skin, and if 
one enters a currentof air there is rapid evap- 
oration of the moisture und the body becomes 
cooled much too suddenly, in consequence of 
which diseuse often resuits. Of course, the 
game condition of things follows if the tem- 
perature falls and it comes on colder. In our 
climate, where such changes are extremely 
common, woolen garments are the only safe 
ones. 
Considering the ecarcity of ice, also the ex- 
cessive meat eating habit of our people, diar- 
rha@a wiil doubtiess be more than usually 
prevalent during the present summer, Meat 
spoils very quickly in this climate in hot 
weather, and poisons are then developed in 
it which cause vomiting and purging. Some 
peopie are more suceptible to these poisons 
than others. Probably the most susceptible 
arethe youngand those aduits who suffer 
from digestive disturbances in which the liver 
is involved aud unabie to do its work proper- 
ly—in other words, those who are termed 
bilious.

The weight, too, is below 
an average asarule. 

From July 1 toJuly 1] this year the receipts of 
wheat and four in san Francisco were equivalent to 
578,600 bu. against 1,065,300 bu for corresponding 
period last year. 

Latest reports are that the French crops areina 
truly critical condition and a large shortage sure 
how. 

A report from Yankton, N. D.. says: ‘‘Wheat is 
nearly all barvested, although there are places 
where flelds not yet ripened may De scen withina 
mile of stacks of harvested wheat. Oats also have 
been cut to a great extent. The Commissioner cf Im- 
migration, in his crop review for June, gives the 
condition of wheat at 9. per cent.
